The gale, said by weather authorl- 
ties to have attained a velocity of 80 
tailes at times, wrecked telegraph and 
telephone service, demoralized rail 
traffic and seriously menaced shipping 
along the coast. 

Floods, caused by high tides and 
mountainous seas, followed the storm 
along the Central Atlantic states, ada- 
ing greatly to the damage toll. 

The storm swept northward from, 
the Guif, moved over New York, pass- 
ed on to the New England states, and 
then to Nova Scotia and out to sea. 

Warnings were wirelessed to the 20 
liners in the storm’s path by the naval 
radio station at Brooklyn. 

Dispatches from the storm swept 
arenas tell of thousands of people made 
homeless by the storm and floods: 

Five hundred persons were driven 
from their homes in Wilmington, Del., 
and more than $100,000 damage done 
by freshets due to the blizzard. 

Two hundred and fifty persons are 
homeless.in Reading, Pa., due to the 
fiood and snow storms. 

In New Brunswick, N. J., 200 per- 
sons have been driven from their 
homes as the result of the Raritan 
River overfiowing its banks.

Five hundred persons were driven 
from their homes in Wilmington, Del., 
and more than $100,000 damage done 
ny freshets due to the blizzard. 

Two hundred and fifty persons are 
homeless in Reading, Pa., due to the 
flood and snow storms. 

In New Brunswick, N. J., 200 per- 
sons have been driven from their 
homes ag the result of the Raritan 
River overflowing its banks. 

New Jersey was hard struck by 
floods, New Brunswick reporting $1,- 
000,000 damage from rising tides which 
inundated factories, wrecked bridges 
and boat houses and flooded a section 
of the city.

RED REGIME RAPPED 
BY SAMUEL GOMPERS 


Washington.—Writing in “The Fed- 
erationist,” official organ of the Amer. 
ican Federation of Labor, Samuel 
Gompers condemns Bolshevism “com- 
pletely, finally and for all time,” 

“It is not necessary,” says Mr. Gom- 
pers, “for Americans to know at all 
times just what were the exact condi- 
tions in Germany before passing judg- 
ment on the form of government 
existing in Germany. It was neces 
sary only to know what was the form 
of government and under what rules 
it operated. 

“We do not have to walt for infor- 
mation about the form of government 
existing in what is called Soviet Rus- 
sia. All the information necessary to 
the passing of judgment on Bolshev- 
ism and the system of government and 
ag @ State of society is at hand from 
sources that are authentic. The plea 
of those misguided persons in America 
who say ‘Wait for facts before passing 
judgment is nothing more than an ex- 
cuse which it is hoped will gain time 
for the Russian experiment and en- 
able it to spread to cther countries." 

Quoting from the new Bolshevist 
constitution, Mr. Gompers points out 
that while the fifth Fan-Russian con- 
gress declarea for a dictatorship of 
the proletariat and the poorest peas- 
antry, a great portion of the peas- 
antry is disfranchised and the largest 
Bolshevist estimate of the proletariat 
calculates them as only one-fifth of the 
number of peasants. Even a fairly 
prosperous working mian, by this cal- 
culation, Mr. Gompers says, is not a 
proletarian. Bolshevis: statistics, he 
says, show that the Rolshevist minor- 
ity does not even represent the masses 
of factory workers in Moscow, the 
Bolshevist stronghold. 

He quoted as the most direct in- 
formation a dispatch from Russian 
trade unionists to W. A. Appleton, 
president of the International Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions, which de- 
glares that bolsheviki have split up 
the reserve funds of trade unions, 
throttled the labor press, killed labor 
organizations, aplit up trades unions 
as a Class ,and put down strikes by 
“force of arms and pientiful execu- 
tions.” 

“We know about Russia. We know 
about Bolshevism. We know the pite- 
ous story of cruelty and intolerance 
and we know the autocratls concept 
that urideriies the minority -dictator- 
ship which is hailed tothe world by 
lite dupes and advocates as thy most 
perfect state of society yet devised. 
We know about it, and we condemp 
it encoptately, finally and for all time.”

MICHAEL SHANAHAN PASSED 
AWAY. H 


Funeral Held This Morning at St. 
Mary's Church. 


Michael Shanahan, a well-known 
and respected resident of Grayling 


in this city late in the afternoon of 
last Monday, March 8th, after an ill- 
ness of about four weeks. Mr. Shan- 
ahan, who was 78 years old, slipped 
and fell on the icy walk near his home 
some time ago and then complications 
set in which caused his death. He 
had been steadily failing during the 
past two weeks until the end came. 
His children were called home and 
were present at his bedside during 
his last days. 

Mr. Shanahan had been employed 
by the Michigan Central railroad for 
20 years as section foreman, and re- 
tired from this position Jan. 1919. He 
was well liked by those who were un- 
der his charge; he was known to be 
2 kind-hearted gentleman and a faith- 
ful worker.

Michael Shanahan, the subject of 
this article was born in Limeric, Ire- 
land, the fourth day of March, in 
1842, His childhood was spent. in 
his native land, or until 1861, when 
he came to New York. After a short 
time in New York he came to St. 
Clair county, Michigan, where in 1863 
he was married to Miss Johanna Mur- 
vhy. To them eight children were 
torn, five of whom now survive, and 
are known as Patrick and Maurice 
Shanahan of Los Angeles, Calif, 
Mrs. Catherine O’Donnell of Colum- 
bus, Mich., Mrs, Ed. Forest of Detroit 
and Mrs. Cephas Dore of Cheboygan. 
This wife died and in the year 1889 he 
was united in marriage to Mrs. Mary 
Cryderman and to this union four 
children were born, three of whom 
survive, Mrs, Jacob Letzkus, Edmund 
and Frank Shanahan. In 1906 Mr. 
and Mrs. Shanahan came to Grayling 
where they have since resided. They 
are among Grayling’s most highly 
esteemed families and have hosts of 
friends whq join with those surviv- 
ing in their. sorrow. Mr. Shanahan 
never took part in any of the public 
affairs, of the community, but was al- 
ways ready to give his bit to charity, 
or any worthy enterprise.

Many parents long for the time 
when their child shall “show reason,” 
and then, the majority of them pro- 
ceed to check’ the development of their 
little one’s reasoning power by re- 
sorting to methods of punishment 
which tend to fill him with fear! Not 
infrequently they resort to slapping, 
spanking, whipping or even telling 
terrible lies in order to frighten him 
into obedience. 

This kind of training naturally pro- 
duces a lawless child; for through 
fear of unjust punishment he resorts 
to dishonesty in self-defense; then 
too, the example of his parents teach- 
es him to strike when angry. Let 
parents, reverse this process, be hon- 
est and kind but firm with the tiniest 
child and teach him the importance 


of obedience and consideration for the|. 


rights of others; the cultivation of 
these qualities forestalls much trou- 
ble. When a child is disobedient let 
the parent “talk it over” with him 
in a reasonable, self-controlled way 
and reach a fair conclusion.

A mother cannot begin too early to 
train her little one. Before the child 
is old enough to understand words he 
understands the difference between 
her smiles and frowns and by the ex- 
pression of her face she can teach ev- 
en a little baby the difference be- 
twéden right and wrong. For example 
take the habit of pulling the table 
cloth from the table; let her look di- 
rectly into his eyes, her smiles all 
gone, take his hand from the cloth 
and shake her head with “No, no.”

To permit another person 
to enter into the discussion or even 
overhear it and smile at such a time 
utterly ruins the effect of the punish- 
ment and the lesson is lost if it is 
not clear to the little one that right 
conduct brings -approval whereas 
wrong doing merits disapproval and 
discipline. 

A very effective form of punish- 
ment is social isolation. For example 
excuse a child from the room and
